Bach person I have asked 
tells a different story to account for 
the river’s nam The most probable 
one is that it is.a corruption of the 
Indian name; but the most romantic 
one, and' therefore the one that I pre 
fer, is as follows. ‘ 

Years and years and years ago a 
young Irish prospector camped: here 
one night in the early spring. Just 
at the witching hour he wakened his 
companion with the  blood-curdling 
declaration that he had heard the 
Banshee. The companion, a_hard- 
headed Scot, laughed at his friend’s 
earnestness and traced the sound, to 
his own = satisfaction, to an uneasy 


eagle. But the Irishman, true to his 
blood, was not to,be convinced. : And 
now comes the point of the story. 
When .the two young men.reached 
civilization again all. doubts vanished 
for a letter awaited them announcing 
the death of the Irishman’s eldest 
brother on the very day on which the 
Banshee had been heard! — Of tourse 
our friend succeeded to the title, mar- 
rjed one of the girls whose photograph 
he carried under his cartridge belt; 
and lived happily ever. after. 

The Bingham house is absolutely 
perfect for its purpose, It is a big 
square place; painted white with green 
trimmings, and has a ten-foot veran- 
da almost all the way around it.
